The Copperheads and the Courts. 
Among the many methods employed to em- 








fas the un- 


barrass and weaken the Government, appeal- 
ing to the civil Courts has figured largely. 
It began at the very opening of the conflict, in 
the memorable applications to Chief Justice 
Tanzy for the discharge of Mznaman and the 
other bridge-burners of Baltimore, summarily 
seized in the work of preventing the advance 
of the national troops.te Washington. Gov. 
Hicxs has recently averred in the Senate that 
the summary afrests of that period alone 
saved Maryland from going over to the Con- 
federacy. The revolutionists of the State felt 
the pinch on the instant, and, like the precious 
champions of law that they were, flew to the 
Judges. They took nothing by the motion ; 
but they and their allies all over the North 
have ever since continued their efforts to 
make something out of this judicial resort. 
Had they succeeded at first, they must have 
infallibly destroyed the Government. Now 
they can only hope, at best;to eripple it ; but 
even that they consider well worth the trying. 

Thus far they have accomplished little or 
nothing. The Judges generally throughout 
the land have shown a_loyal spirit, as well as 
a clear understanding. They havehad beth 
the head and the heart to refuse all co- 
operation with factious men. In the most 
doubtful cases whieh have arisen—turning 
upon the authority of the Executive to sus- 
pend the Aabeas corpus without the express 
authorization of Congrese—they have been con- 
tent to await the determination ofthe constitu- 
tional question by the highest tribunal in the 
land, and have pushed no adverse opinions 
of ‘their own to a point that would give 
practical trouble. Even the few who have 
issued write of habeas corpus have imitated 
Judge Taner in quietly acquiescing in the per- 
sonal inability of the officer to execute the 
writ. There has not been, we believe, a single 
instance, in which a Judge has directed his 
officers to ‘order out posse comitatus to en- 
jerce judicial process, as the letter of the law

It will also be observed that the Court, in 
the language just quoted, distinctly recognizes 
the jus belli, the war power, against which so 
much passionate declamation has been ex- 
pended. Itis said thatthe President may ex- 
ert this power by proclamation, and that all 
the sinews of war may thus be cut. It is dif- 
ficult to see why the very broad language of 
the Court in respect to the Proclamation of 
the blockade does not involve the constitu- 
tional validity of the Proclamation against 
slave property. 

Again, it is said in another part of the deci- 
sion, that “Congress had approved and rati- 
fied the acts of the President, as if they were 
legally done previous to their legalization.” 
This is recognized as confirming the original 
validity of the bleckade proclamation, and is 
a full sanction of the constitutional effect of 
the Indemnity bill of the extra session of 1861. 
It virtually settles the constitutional effect 
of the recent Presidential Indemnity bill, 
against which sp many passionate diatribes 
have been directed. Beyond further question, 
the Executive suspension of the habeas cor- 


pus, whether originally legal or not, is now, 
by the sanction of Congress, operating retro- 
actively, completely and unalterably /egal- 
ized. 

Thestaple of mostof the speeches of the 
factious demagogues of the day is made up 
of wild tirades against unconstitutional acts 
of the President and ynconstitutional laws of 
Congress. The Emancipation Proclamation, 
the non-recognition of habeas corpus, the Con- 
fiscation bills, the legal-tender clause, the na- 
tional conscription, the national currency 
measure, the appointment of Military Gev- 
éernors and of Provost-Marshals, and many 
other atts of the executive and legis- 
lative’ branches of the Government, in- 
tended to give it strength in the present 
emergency, are incessantly denounced by the 
rebel sympathizers as unwarranted by the 
Constitution. Well, we believe no loyal man 
would object to have every one of those so- 
called assumptions of pawer adjudicated by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. If 
the Copperheads believe what they say, they 
cannot too rapidly push forward their appeals 
to the highest tribunal. Nothing is easier 
than to make a. case on every one of 
their grievances. “Nobody will put the 
slightest obstacle in their way. They shall, 
if they choose, heve it soon authoritatively 
determined whether the Constitution has been 
violated or not. We will vouch that all good, 
loyal men will cheerfully acquiesce in the 
burial of the act or measure’ so pronounc- 
ed unconstitutional, as null and void and of no 
effect. They do not doubt that the Constitution 
has within itself plenary resources for the pres- 
ervation of the Government. They ask noth- 
ing better than that those resources should be 
thoroughly turned to account. It is all they 
ask. It is. our firm conviction that the Su- 
preme Court would jpdorse the constitutional 
validity of every important act of the Execu- 
tive or of Congress thus far in the rebellion. 
If this is a wrong conviction; wecare not 
how soon we are rid” of it by the actual test. 
The truth is, however, that the Copperheads 
want no actual] test. . They. are conscious 
that it would take ‘the wind out of all their 
emptyclamor about usurpation and tyranny. 
Their demagogism would collapse forthwith.

France and the Polish Rebellion,

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An Appeal to be Heeded. .., 

We have received a copy of a mostadmira- 
ble speech by Gzrarrr Surrn,;on the supreme 
duty of standing by the Government to put 
down the rebellion. It is marked by thorough 
patriotism, good judgment and common sense. 
He insists that “the rebellion must be put 
down, and that all’ hands must help put it 
down,” Republicans, Democrats and Aboli- 
tionists, waiving all differences and giving up 
all party feeling on other points, must, on this 
point, “ become one party.” He admits that 
the Abolitionists, by their talking and writing, 
did much to annoy the South, but that neither 
this nor anything else justified the rebellion. 
The Democrats now have become the cham- 
pions of free discussion. “ They,” says Mr. 
Surtn, “ before whose frequent mobs I had, 
20 or 80 years ago, to retreat and hide, have 
now become the loudest-mouthed defenders 
of free speech.” 

Mr. Surra is against any conditional sup- 
pression of the rebellion—against Swiss or 
any other mediation—against National Con- 
ventions. It is for the Government and the 
Government only, to dispose of the rebellion, 
and it must “regard intervention as war— 
whether it be on the part of one nation or of 
many, under the plea of commerce or of hu- 
manity.” He is for the Constitution exactly 
as it is, and for the Union as it was ;—but 
above and beyond both, he is for putting down 
the rebellion, and he thinks it no time to get 
ap divisions on these or any other issues. 
Nor need any question be raised as to whether 
we intend to subjugate the South or not,— 
what we seek is to subdae_ the rebellion, and 
see to it that the South does not subjugate us, 
Nor is this a time to punish the mistakes of 
the Government ; as much as we can do now 
is to “ punish the crimes of the rebels.” 

As to the Proclamation, Mr. Surrn speaks 
thus: 

* I pass to the wrong which those Abolitionists com- 
mit, who condemn the President for not prociaiming 
freedom to all the slaves, and also to the wrong which 
tnose Democrats commit, who condemn him for pro- 
Claiming it to any. Now the truth on the one hand is 
that the President has no right to abolish Slavery except 
as Commander-in-Chi¢g/, and no right evenin that ca- 
pacity to abolish it any further or faster than the mili- 
tary necessities of the country call for. The truth, 
on the other hand is, that he has the right to abolish 
duy and all Slavery the abolition of which is called 
for by such necessities. In his much criticised, 
much condemned and much ridiculed letter to 
Honace Gazatzy, the President laid down the true 
doctrine in this case, If it would help usin the 
war to call to our side the slaves of South Caro- 
tina, then the President should callthem. If it would 
not help us to call those of North Carolina, those he 
should not call. Inwothing of all this has he aught to 
do with the morality of Slavery. I grant that if the 
slaves will not come, it is useless to call them ; and I 
am aware that it is very frequentiy and confidently 
asserted that their love of their masters and mistress 
es is too great to permit them to.come. If, however, 
they will come, then by all means they should be 
called—and this, too, even if they should, as itis ssid 
they would, prove tao lazy to work where there are 
no whips to work under ; and even if they should, as 
it is said they would, prove too cowardly to fight. 
For, left where they are, their toil sustains the rebel- 
lion.” 

Mr. Surrn says he feels not the least con- 
cern about Slavery. He regards it as an 
“ injustice and an insult” to the President to 
charge him with’ turning the war inte an 
abolition war ; its sole end is to put down the 
rebellion, and it would be just as fair to charge 
him with perverting the war into & war to 
free the Cotton, as to freg the slaves. And he 
closes his speech by this noble appeal to the 
patriotism and justice of the American people, 
without distinction of party or of creed :

We most earnestly trust, however, that 
there will be no difficulty in Utah, {now or 
never. We do not believe there is any neces- 
sity for it, as all our disputes with the 
Saints are capable of pacific adjustment for 
the time being, and it. is.not-in the nature of 
things that they should last long. We learn 
from Washington that a Cabinet meeting was 
held yesterday to discuss the matter, and that 
Gov. Nrz, of Nevada, was before it, and urged 
the most relentless rigor with the Mormons. 
It is always the part of wisdom, however, to 
exhaust every pacific means of settling a dis- 
pute before the bloody arbitrament is resorted 
to ; and we may be sure that at this crisis 
neither the Government nor the people are 
disposed to fall foul needlessly or heedlessly of 
another Mormon war. 

The national authority must, of course, be 
sustained in Utah as elsewhere. Mormon 
rebels must be crushed-as well as slaveholding 
rebels. Sedition is as odious saints 
as among sinners. But we must not be 
in haste to accuse of treason these who claim 
to be loyal, nor to lend the sanction of the 
Government to all the injudicious acts of 
a green and pragmatical frontier functionary. 
The very fact that the. Mormons have got 
up @ petition for his removal would in- 
dicate their desire for subordination to 
the authority of the Government, and their 
anxiety for a peacefal settlement of the dis- 
pute. Let the Government treat these people 
justly while firmly. 

The whole Mormon question, oncé so form- 
idable, and so full of warlike portents, is rapid- 
ly solving itself. The vast Territory of Utah 
which they possessed has been vastly reduced 
in size within the last year or two. Colorado 
has taken part of it on the east, Nevada has 
taken part of it on the west, Idaho has taken 
part on the north.
